Mer thorough review and investigation of all relevant facts, the Schools and Libraries 
Division (SLD) of the Universal Senrice Administrative Company (USAC) has made its 
decision in regard to your appeal of USAC's Funding Year 2006 Funding Commitment 
Decision Letter for the Application Number indicated above. This letter explains the 
basis of USAC's decision. The date of this letter begins the 60 day time period for 
appealing this decision to the Federal Communications Commission (FCC). If your 
Letter of Appeal included more than one Application Number, please note that you Will 
receive a separate letter for each application.

Explanation; 

Upon thorough review of  the appeal letter and the relevant documentation, USAC 
has determined that Joseph Jmgoli ahd Son failed to respond to the Program 
Integrity Assurance (PIA) inquiries in a timely manner. PIA made initial contact 
with you on October 24,2006, via e-mail and fax and asked for 1) Notification of 
possible errors, 2) Entity validation for Vineland Community D e m o n d o n  
School, 3) Item 21 documentation and 4) Discount validation for Vineland 
Community Demonstration School. You were instructed that the request was 
time sensitive and that a response was expected within fifteen calendar dBys. The 
record shows that on November 03, i2006, PIA contacted and reminded you that 
the requested documentation due date was November 09,2006. On November 
07,2006, you requested and were granted an extension to November 17,2006. 
Your response received on November 17,2006 was incomplete as it did not

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include the Item 21 documentation. ,The Item 21 documentation was later 
received on December 07,2006, which is after the Funding Commitment 
Decision Lelrer dated December 05,'2006. As this infomation was not 
forthcoming, USAC was unable to determine if your funding request was in 
compliance with Program Rules. TnMeforc, the funding request was denied. On 
appeal, you have Failed to provide ahy evidence that USAC erred in its initid 
determination or that you responded, to USAC's requests for additional 
documentation in a timely manner. Consequently, your appeal is denied. 

USAC reviews Form 471 applications and makes funding commitment decisions 
in compliance with FCC rules. See 47 C.F.R. sec. 54.500 et. seq. To conduct 
these reviews, USAC has put in pl&e administrative measures to ensure the 
prompt resolution of applications. If applicants do not respond within the 
designated time period, USAC reviews the application based on the information 
before it.
